The legality of the position wo as- 
sumed last weck cannot be questioned, 
nor the entire consistency of our hur- 
ried remarks, with every republican 
principle. It cannot be denied that 
one of the main causes which led to the 
breaking of the ties that bound our 
country to her mother-land, wes the 
keeping among the citizens of standing 
armies in times of peace. 

A standing army is at best the 
weapon and instrument of tyranny, and 
never have any good results sprung from 
their associations with ciyilians. With 
the army of Utsh, however, is our 
present business. Upon the conduct 
of General Johnston ss 8 department 
commander, we have no disposition to 
cast any reflections. It is not upon 
record that the same number of regular 
troops were ever quartered in the 
United States, so long and so close to 
civil settlements with less disturbance. 
But that is not the question. It is our 
object now to inquire how much legis- 
lative power is invested in the army or 
its commander. The fathers of our 
country maintained that the consent of 
the local legislatures should be given 
before troops were quartered among 
the citizens. They fought hard and 
suffered long, and finally sustained and 
established their doctrine. Their wiser, 
faster children of the present genera- 
tion assume to have learned better; and 
those old foolish notions of democracy 
are fast being obliterated from the 
nation’s page. It is fer from our 
thoughts just now to presume to claim 
eation Of the army in eur midst We 
simply submit, for the consideration of 
our fellow-citizens, some of the mem- 
ories of bye-gones. 

The simple locality of the army is 
to us a matter of the sheerest indiffer- 
ence, But when the army assumes to 
deprive citizens of any of their 
rights, we are not aware that there is 
any great harm in welling of it. 

Sometime towards the beginning of 
the past summer an attempt was made 
to assess and collect taxes from parties 
who had taken up their residence in and 
wound Camp Floyd. The attempt 
was vetoed from the head-quarters of 
the pest. And yet the army and those 


who dweli with it, appropriated liberally.

Eantr Transiations or THE 
The translation of the Bible into English 
was commenced at an early period. 
King Alfred the Truth - teller, as he 
was called, commenced the work about 
the year 730. Adelmus translated the 
Psalms into Saxon in 709. Other parts 
were done by Edfrid or Egbert, 750; the 
whole by Bede. In 1357 Trevisa 2 
lished the whole in English. Tindall's 
translation appeared in 1534, was revised 
and altered in 1538, published with a 
preface of Cranmer’s in 1549, and allow- 
ed to be read in churches. In 1551 
another translation was published, which, 
being revised by several Bishops, was 
rinted with their alterations in 1560. 
in 1613 a new translation was published 
by authority, which is that in present 
use. There was not any translation of it 
into the Irish language till 1686. The 
Pope did not give his permission for the 
translation of it into any language till 
1759.
